Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1941  on  the 
health  administration  of  the  Borough. 

This  Report  is  again  in  an  abridged  form. 

During  the  present  year  (1942),  Dr.  Aldyth  D.  Jones  resigned 
her  appointment  as  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  M.  Neugroeschl. 

The  work  concerned  with  the  immunization  of  children  to  protect 
them  from  diphtheria  was  continued  during  the  year.  Following 
a special  appeal  for  the  immunisation  of  infants  the  response  ,was 
very  satisfactory,  and  the  statistics  set  out  on  page  12  show  the 
percentage  of  children  under  five  years  that ' have  had  the  full 
course  of  inoculations. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  due  to  war  conditions  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  carried  out  as  far  as 
possible,  and  I have  to  thank  the  staff  for  the  support  they  have 
given  in  spite  of  handicaps  under  which  they  have  had  to  work.

•GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — The  laboratory  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment is  principally  used  for  thel  examination  of  swabs  for  the 
presence  of  the  diphtheria  bacillus. 

An  arrangement  is-  also  in  operation  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  certain  specimens,  and  of  milk  samples,  at  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Service  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  and 
at  the  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea. 

Water  Analysis. — The  examination  of  water  samples  continues 
to  be  done  by  Mr.  Clarence  Seyler,  D.Sc.,  F.I.C. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — The  agreement  with  the  Priory  of  St. 
John  continues  in  operation  for  the  transport  of  patients  to  or  from 
the  General  Hospital,  or  an  Isolation  Hospital.  The  service  has 
always  proved  satisfactory. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. — This  is  undertaken  by  the  Llanelly  and 
District  Nursing  Association  in  the  case  of  subscribers.

Gynaecological  Clinic. — During  the  year,  it  was  agreed  with  the 
County  Council  that  women  from  districts  in  the  County  should 
be  given  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Clinic  on  the  under- 
standing that  the  costs  of  running  the  Clinic  should  he  shared 
equally  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  and  the  Llanelly 
Borough  Council.  For  the  financial  year  ending  March,  1941,  the 
total  cost  was  estimated  at  £50.  It  should  be  remembered  that 
in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  only 
married  women  may  attend  the  Clinic,  and  its  use  by  these 
women  is  limited  to  those  in  whose  case  further  pregnancies  would 
be  detrimental  to  health  or  life.  The  Ministry  must  be  satisfied 
on  this  point  and  that  the  Clinic  is  not  used  because  of  economic 
circumstances.  Before  any  woman  is  permitted  to  attend  the 
Clinic  this  must  be  authorised  by  me. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Llanelly  District  Nurses’  Association 
the  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Nurses’  Institute  on  the  second  and  last 
Thursday  of  every  month.  One  of  the  Health  Visitors  attends  at 
the  Clinic  to  assist  the  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Gwendoline  Madel. 

The  following  is  the  Report  of  Dr.  Madel  on  the  work  of  the 
Clinic  during  1941. 

During  the  period  January  to  December,  1941,  the  work  of 
the  Clinic  increased  considerably  over  that  of  1940,  there 
being  an  increase  of  approximately  87  per  cent,  in  the 
attendances.  This  high  figure  appears  to  indicate  that  greater 
advantage  is  now  being  taken  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Clinic.  The  number  of  attendances  during  1941  was  56. 

I should  like  to  express  my  satisfaction  with  the  progress 
of  the  Clinic,  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Nurse  Greene, 
and  the  great  kindness  shown  to  the  Clinic  staff  by  Miss 
Mar  pole,  Matron  of  the  Llanelly  and  District  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation. 

Baby  Clothing  Coupons. — In  July,  1941,  the  Board  of  Trade 
issued  a circular  authorising  the  issue  of  baby  clothing  coupons  on 
application  by  expectant  mothers.  Coupons — 50  in  number — 

could  be  issued  on  production  by  an  applicant  of  a certificate  from 
a doctor  or  midwife,  or  an  antenatal  centre,  giving  the  following 
particulars: — Name  and  address  of  the  applicant,  National  Regis- 
tration Identity  Card  number,  and  date  of  expected  confinement. 
During  the  year  299  applicants  were  dealt  with.  All  applications 
have  to  be  made  before  the  birth  of  infants.  Subsequent  coupons 
are  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,,  together  with  a Food  Ration 
Card  after  the  birth  of  infants.

— An  arrangement -has  been  come  to 
with  the  Borough  Surveyor*  for  tests  to  be  applied  in  the  case  of 
all  men  employed  by  him  in  the  Corporation’s  water  undertaking 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  any  may  be.  carriers  of  the  typhoid 
or  paratyphoid  bacillus. 

Rainfall. — The  rainfall  for  the  year  1941  was  42.07  inches  and 
rain  fell  on  189  days. 

One  inch,  or  over,  of  rain  fell  in  24  hours  on  seven  occasions. 

The  highest  rainfall  was  recorded  on  10th  October,  when  1.78 
inches  fell.

HOUSING.

■taken  for  their  remedy. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — Inspections  of  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  have 
been  made  at  regular  intervals. 

Milk  sampling  and  bacteriological  examinations.  — These 

examinations  are  made  to  detect  the  presence  of  germs  in  the 
milk  supplied  to  the  public  which  may  have  harmful  effects  when 
consumed  in  the  raw  state.  The  object  of  pasteurising  milk  is 
the  destruction  of  germs  which  cause  disease.  A number  of 
diseases,  including  scarlet  fever,,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers, 
tuberculosis,  may  be  due  toi  the  contamination  of  milk  by  the 
germs  of  such  diseases.  There  may  be  no  suspicion  on  the  part 
of  the  milk  producers  or  others  concerned  in  the  handling  and 
distribution  of  milk  that  they  may  be  responsible  for  the  addition 
of  disease  germs  to  the  milk,  and  the  first  intimation  of  danger 
may  only  be  furnished  after  the  routine  sampling  of  milk  supplies 
by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Disease  germs  may  be  intro- 
duced into  milk  at  any  stage  from  the  milking  of  the  cows  and  its 
delivery  to  the  consumer,  or  even  after  that. 

To  prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  entrance  of  germs  into  milk, 
scrupulous  cleanliness  is  the  first  essential.  It  has  been 
emphasised  on  many  occasions  that  neglect  of  elementary  pre- 
cautions to  ensure  clean  milk  is  chiefly  responsible  for  the  non- 
keeping qualities  of  milk. 

Bacteria,  especially  intestinal  bacteria,  are  mainly  responsible 
for  the  souring  of  milk,  and  the  greater  the  impurity  from  this 
cause  the  sooner  will  the  milk  become  sour.  A milk  may  have  a 
minor  degree  of  contamination  with  intestinal  bacteria — only  to 
be  ascertained  by  bacteriological  analysis — but  the  effect  of  this 
contamination  may  be  counteracted  almdst  entirely  by  efficient 
cooling  of  the  milk  as  soon  as  possible  after  milking  and  its  storage 
in  a cool  place. 

Other  precautions  must  not  be  forgotten;  the  udders  and 
flanks  of  cows  should  be  clean,  as  also  the  hands  of  the  milkers 
and  the  utensils  used.  It  must  be  stressed  that  the  germs  of 
disease  may  obtain  entrance  into  milk  at  any  stage  between  the 
milking  and  delivery. 

During  the  year  under  review  too  many  samples,  as  shown  by 
the  following  table,  have  been  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  in 
regard  to  keeping  quality.  Their  examination  creates  a suspicion 
that  insufficient  care  in  the  production  and  handling  of  the  milk 
before  delivery  to  the  consumer  is  responsible  for  the  unsatisfac- 
tory reports  upon  the  samples.

Seven  of  the  samples,  collected  from  school  supplies,  did  not 
comply  with  the  accredited  standard. 

All  samples  are  examined  for  the  presence  of  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  One  sample  was  found  to  be  tuberculous  (ex- Borough). 
The  finding  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  in  this  case  was  reported  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  responsible  for  all  further 
procedures. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. — Shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  are  visited 
regularly,  and  particulars  of  condemnations  are  contained  in  the 
Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  J.  Campbell  Hill,  MLR.C.V.S.,  is  the  Veterinary  Inspector 
of  the  Borough  and  is  responsible  for  the  examination  of  animals 
and  carcases  in  the  public  slaughterhouse. 

Eleven  licences  were  granted  by  the  Town  Council  during  the 
year,  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. — 112  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received,  and 
101  of  the  cases — 90.17  per  cent. — were  admitted  into  the  County- 
Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  ten  fatal  cases.  The  number  of  deaths  given  by  the 
Registrar  General  is  eight. 

Cerebrospinal  Fever. — 31  cases  were  notified  and  28  were  treated 
at  the  County  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  two  fatal  cases.  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  by 
the  Registrar  General  is  three. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. — Five  cases  were  notified  and  four  were 
treated  at  the  County  Isolation  Hospital.  All  the  cases  recovered. 

Antitoxin  Treatment. — Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  issued  free  of 
charge  to  doctors  practising  in  the  Borough  for  the  treatment  of 
persons  unable  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  antitoxin.  The  antitoxin 
is  supplied  in  capsules  containing  8,000  units  of  concentrated 
antitoxin;  2,099,200  units  were  issued  to  medical  practitioners 
during  the  year. 

Protection  against  Diphtheria. — By  the  end  of  December,  1940, 
arrangements  were  completed  for  the  immunisation  of  children  to 
protect  them  from  diphtheria.  In  order  that  this  might  be  carried 
out  as  quickly  as  possible,  the  services  of  the  general  practitioners 
in  the  town  were  enlisted,  payment  being  made  at  the  rate  of 
£1  11s.  6d.  per  session. 

For  the  immunisation  of  children  under  8 years,  A.P.T.  (alum 
precipitated  toxoid)  is  used,  two  doses  being  given,  the  second 
after  an  interval  of  four  weeks.  The  first  injection  of  0.1  c.c.  is 
followed  by  0.5  c.c.  after  the  interval.  In  the  case  of  children 
aged  8 years  and  upwards,  the  preparation  T.A.F.  (toxoid  anti- 
toxin floeules)  is  used,  three  injections  of  1 c.c.  each  with  an 
interval  of  two  weeks  between  each  injection.  This  spacing  was 
in  many  cases  not  adhered  to  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  whooping 
cough  and  measles. 

Very  few  local  reactions  have  followed  the  injections,  but 
occasionally  there  was  distinct  swelling  of  the  arm  with  a tendency 
to  brawny  hardness.  The  parents  were  assured  that  this  would 
gradually  pass  off,  arid  that  no  treatment  was  necessary.  In  a few 
cases,  constitutional  symptoms  were  present — raised  temperature, 
nausea  and  malaise,  but  were  generally  of  short  duration. 

The  immunisation  of  evacuated  children  was  also  undertaken, 
the  consent  of  the  parents  having  previously  been  obtained. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1941,  approximately  33.13  per  cent, 
of  the  child  population  under  5 years,  and  56.69  per  cent,  of  the 
child  population  5 to  15  years,  had  completed  the  treatment. 
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The  respective  figures  up  to  80th  June,  1942,  were: —

Twelve  children  who  had  been  inoculated  developed  diphtheria  ; 
only  two  of  these  had  received  the  full  course  of  A.P.T. 

In  each  case,  the  disease  was  of  the  mild  typei,  one  of  them 
being  rediagnosed  in  Hospital  as  tonsillitis. 

100  cases  who  had  not  been  immunised  contracted  diphtheria, 
and  the  whole  of  the  ten  fatal  cases  occurred  in  the  nan-immunised 
children. 


In  the  great  majority  of  cases  immunity  is  produced  by  the 
methods  used,  but  as  the  Schictk  test  to  ascertain  whethej 
immunity  has  resulted  has  not  been  used,  a small  number  of 
children  may  not  have  acquired  full  immunity  and  may  contract 
the  disease.  In  such  cases  the  illness  is  usually  very  mild. 

The  offer  of  immunisation  of  children  has  been  well  received  by 
parents,  but  this  does  not  apply  in  the  same  degree  in  the  case  of 
pre-school  children.  Pamphlets  have  been  extensively  distributed 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  copies  to  be  obtained  at  a 
number  of  centres — the  Food  Office,  the  Borough  Treasurer’s 
Department,,  the  Public  Library  and  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 
With  the  permission  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  Sir  Wilson  Jameson,  his  broadcast  talk — Protection 
against  Diphtheria — given  in  May,  1941,  was  incorporated  in  the 
pamphlet. 


At  the  time  of  their  visits  to  the  homes  of  children,  the  Health 
Visitors  point  out  the  urgent  need  for  the  protection  of  infants 
and  those  not  yet  attending  school.  Unless  the  youngest  children 
are  given  the  same  protection  as  their  brothers  and  sisters  of 
school  age  it  may  be  expected  that  the  incidence  of  diphtheria 
will  chiefly  affect  the  youngest  members  of  the  families  in  the  a°-e 
periods  when  diphtheria  is  most  dangerous  to  life. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  for  parents  to  bring  their 
children  to  the  Clinic,  Old  Town  Hall,  on  Friday  afternoons. 


From  the  records  kept  in  the  Department,  it  can  at  once  be 
ascertained  whether  a child  notified  as  suffering  from  diphtheria 
has  been  immunised,  either  completely  or  partially,  and  the 
interval  between  the  last  inoculation  and  the  occurrence  of  the

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Tuberculosis. — 30  cases  (0.84  per  1,000  estimated  civilian 
population)  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1941 — 18 
males  and  12  females,  and  23  deaths  (0.64  per  1,000  estimated 
civilian  population) — 13  males  and  10  females,  were  recorded. 

17  cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (0.47  per  1,000 
estimated  civilian  population)  were  notified — 13  males  and  4 
females,  and  9 deaths  (0.25  per  1,000  estimated  civilian  population) 
— 4 males  and  5 females,  were  recorded  (local  statistics). 

The  Registrar-General  gave  the  number  of  deaths  from  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  as  ten.

School  Clinic.— The  average  daily  attendance  was  45.  The 
number  ranged  between  30  and  60  on  the  days  when  the  schools 
were  open.  During  all  holidays  the  clinic  is  open  for  treatment. 

When  the  condition  of  a child  is  such  that  general  treatment  is 
indicated,  remedies  such  as  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt  Extract  are 
provided  A complete  record  is  kept  of  all  children  receiving  Cod 
Liver  Oil  and  Malt  Extract  without  payment,  and  this  is  only 
issued  free  after  parents  have  completed  a form  giving  information 
as  to  the  income  per  head  received  every  week  by  the  parents.

Orthopaedic  Treatment. — Since  1933,  orthopaedic  after-care 
among  children  had  been  carried  on  through  the  Carmarthenshire 
Education  Scheme.  The  original  flat  rate  per  child  per  annum 
was  fixed  at  £2  2s.  0d.,  but  in  course  of  time  this  was  reduced 
by  stages  to  £1  per  annum  as  from  1st  January,  1941.  The 
Orthopaedic  Sister  attended  at  the  Llanelly  School  Clinic  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  every  week  except  during  holiday  periods. 
The  attendance  of  children  showed  a gradual  increase  every  year 
since  the  County  Scheme  was  inaugurated,  and  by  the  year  1941 
the  number  of  children  who  required  orthopaedic  treatment  had 
increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it  became  evident  that  for  the 
successful  prosecution  of  the  work  the  services  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Sister  were  necessary  to  a greater  extent,  in  fact,  whole-time 
employment. 


/ 
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A report  was  submitted  by  me  showing  the  number  of  children 
of  all  ages  who  attended  in  each  of  the  years  1935-40,  with  the 
amounts  paid  to  the  Carmarthenshire  Education  Committee  for 
each  year.  This  showed  that  the  annual  expenditure  was  approxi- 
mately  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  the  Orthopaedic  Sister.  The 
Town  Council  and  the  Education  Committee  agreed  that  an 
Orthopaedic  Sister  should  be  appointed  for  whole-time  duties.  The 
appointment  of  Miss  Nicholas  to  this  position  was  duly  made'  and 
she  took  up  her  duties  on  1st  Sieptember,  1941.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  County  Orthopaedic  Sister  should  continue  the  work  of 
the  Clinic  until  the  end  of  the  September  quarter,  1941.  Miss 
Nicholas,  in  addition  to  being  a fully  trained  State  Registered 
Nurse,  has  specialised  in  Orthopaedic  work  in  Loudon  and  else- 
where . 

Arrangements  have  beeiAmade  as  in  the  past  for  periodical 
visits  to  the  Clinics  by  Mr.  A.  O.  Parker,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

As  heretofore,  children  requiring  treatment  in  Hospital  will  be 
sent  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,.  Cardiff,  where  they  will  be 
under  the  care  of  Mr.  Parker.

Treatment  of  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — Four  children 

whose  parents  were  not  subscribers  under  the  Workmen’s  Medical 
Scheme  were  referred  by  me  to  Dr.  T.  I.  Williams,  the  Ear,  Nose 
and  'Throat  Specialist,  for  operative  treatment. 

Medical  Examination  of  Teachers. — Eighteen  teachers  were 
medically  examined  on  appointment  to  a school  and  were  found  fit 
for  duty. 


EVACUEES. 

The  number  of  routine  inspections  was  34,  and  special  examina- 
tions and  re-examinations  S9. 

Nutrition. — Routine  examinations  showed  that  14  were  classified 
as  "excellent ; 18  as  normal;  2 as  slightly  normal,  and  nil  as  bad. 

The  general  conditions  discovered  during  the  routine  and  special 
examinations  of  evacues  were:  —

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Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  evacuees  are  the  same  as  for 
local  children.  Cases  requiring  treatment  for  defective  vision  are 
referred  to  the  Eye  Specialist,  and  spectacles  are  provided  if 
prescribed  by  him.  Cod  Liver  Oil  with  Malt  Extract  is  issued  free 
of  cost  to  the  foster-parents.  The  table  on  page  23  shows  the 
number  of  children  who  received  treatment  at  the  Minor  Ailment 
Clinic.  The  figures  for  evacuees  are  printed  in  heavy  type. 

Sick  Bays  for  Evacuated  Children. — The  County  Council  have 
established  two  Sick  Thrys,  one  at  Felinfoel  House  for  contagious 
skin  diseases,  with  accommodation  for  25  children,  the  other  at 
No.  1,  New  Road,  with  accommodation  for  12  children,  for  children 
convalescing  after  illness,  bed  wetters,  and  sometimes  “ difficult  ” 
children.  The  accommodation  at  Felinfoel  House  is  sometimes 
fully  utilised,  the  principal  diseases  treated  being  scabies  and 
impetigo.  A few  cases  of  ringworm,  and  psoriasis  have  also  been 
admitted  for  treatment. 

School  Camp,  Pendine. — The'  Camp  was  only  used  for  a short 
time  in  1940,  as  the  premises  were  taken  over  for  other  purposes, 
and  it  has  not  been  used  since  for  the  reception  of  children.
